On the following April 
luth, after a long search about the 
farm, the body of JedrnscK, hotTibly 
cut up and headle' K. was found in a 
sack in an unused well. Mrs. Keith 
was positive of identification.

days later the head was nnf-a-rthed un- 
der the barn. Ijinilian and his wife, 
Rosa, were arrested, and both protest- 
ed their innocence. Rosa was not pros- 
ecuted. The coin tetion of Umilian 
was secured on cirucmstantial evi- 
dence.

.Tcdrnsok in substance that he would 
fix him if lie meddled with his pro- 
posed marriage with Rosa, which took 
place Nov. 18.

In a few short mouths she spent half a 
million francs on jewels, and her happiest 
hours at Malnuiison wore spent in spread- 
ing out her thousands of gems ou the ta- 
ble before her and gloating over their 
dazzling charms. 


Her extravagance was the cause of 


many tears and much upbraiding from 
Napoleon, who grew tired of pajiug bills, 
many of them reaching almost a million 
francs. But in the end he usually suc- 
cumbed tn her pleading and penitence 
aud would say lo her: "Come, Josephine! 
Come, my little one! Console yourself.. I 
will make it all right." I'oor, silly Jo- 
sephine! Poor Napoleon!

TWO QUEER TREES. 


On« Supplic* Tallo-iv and th« Other 


Yield* VariilMh. 


The tallow tree is n native of China. 


Some species are nlso found iu the Bast 
Indies. It is of about the height and ap- 
pearance »f the pear tree, the leaves re- 
sembling ihose of the poplar. The blos- 
som is yellow, but the miiKiiiarity of the 
tree is rhe fruit, which is inclosed iu a 
husk like tkat of the chestnut. When the 
fruit is ripe, the husk open1* of itself, 
showing three white grains the size of a 
iilbiTt. Those grains contain the vegeta- 
ble tallow so useful to the Chinese. 


The grains are crushed, boiled and aft- 


erward mixed with vegetable oil and 
wax. So prepared they make the host 
candles, burning almost without smoke 
and quite free from smell. In China 
those trets are cultivated in extensive 
plains planted iu regular order. The 
leaves incline to- red, and, the blossom 
being yellow, the lives are beautiful ob- 
jects in a Chinese landscape, a grove of 
them having the appearance of a tlowef 
garden. 


The tree ha* of late years beeu intro- 


duced into North America and is culti- 
vated about Charleston and Savannah. 
It is also admired iu this region for its 
"remarkable appearance at the aiiproach 
of winter." The leaves become a bril- 
liant red. ami, the fruit husks falling 
off, 


the white seeds remain suspended to their 
stem by slender thread*. 


Another cmious tree which grows wild 


in China as \u>ll as Japan produces the 
beautiful black Japan varnish so mvich 
admired in Japanese productions of art.
